WEST LinERTT SCHOOL NOTES 


The general objectlre of the Bill Is 
to Increase the purchasing power of 
farmers through restoring the balance 
between production and consumption 
and through adjusting markets ns 
rapidly ns Is feasible, starting with 
present conditions. 

The Bill gives the Secretary ot Agri¬ 
culture broad powers: 

(1) To provide for reduction li’ 
acreage or production of apt-clfled 
farm products and to compensate pro¬ 
ducers for such rwluctlion through 
rental or benefit payments. 

(2) To enter Into marketing agree 
ments with producers, marketing agen 
cles, and processors of farm products. 

(.3) To license proc 'ssors and dis¬ 
tributing agencies engaged In Inter¬ 
state or foreign commerce la handling 
agricultural products and to regulate 
them so ns to eliminate unfair prac¬ 
tices and charges. 

(4) To use the Smith t.'otton option 
contract plan on the IPHIl crop of cot¬ 
ton. 

(f,) To Impose taxes on the process¬ 
ing ot the basic agricultural commodi¬ 
ties at an amount not lit excess ot that 
necessary to restore the pre-war prlci- 
parity, subject to the limitation that 
the tax shall be reduced It the full 
amount la more than can be borne 
under existing conditions without ex 
ccBslve nsluctlon In consumption. 

It Is Intended under this broad grant 
of power that the Secretary will call 
in representatives of the producers 
and processors for each commodity 
and shall work out separately for eacl 
eommodity the method of dealing with 
it which offers the best hois- of effec 
live control of pro<luctlon for the l!>-3-3 
crops and of progressive action to 
wards an elimination of surplus stocks 
or production and restoration of iiorni- 
nl i>uritles. 

Under the taxing imwcr, provision Is 
iKilng made for hearings to Interested 
parties, so that each step of the npiill- 
catlon- of the law the Secretary will 
discuss the proposed steiw with thos,> 
Interested and will take into account 
their expert advice. 

In controlling production df dif¬ 
ferent commodities different systems 
will probably be used. Thus it Is anti¬ 
cipated tlmt In the case of hogs anil 
corn the payment of rent for retire¬ 
ment of corn land from production 
will be contlgent upon a corresponding 
1 eduction In the quantity of hogs 
marketed by the producer. In Bio case 
of cash crops the rental or benefit 
payment may be based primarily upon 
reduetlon in acreage of the particular

Through these, and other 
special provisions It Is hoped that the 
tax ctiu be applied with the least pos¬ 
sible necessity for adjustment In the 
varhnis Industries and without Injus- 
llci' to the various Individuals and 
conc('rns Involved, so that in every 
way the addition of the tax will work 
( lit In the same way as an Increase In 
the price of the product Itself. 

In practically all cases the pereeut- 
ng.' of the retail price which now goes 
ti the farmer Is so small that the ad¬ 
dition of the tax will have only a very 
slight effect on the retail price. It is 
iintlclpated that part of the tax which 
Is added to the retail price will not bo 
burdensome to ('onsuuiers. At the same 
time hy Increasing the funds available 
in rural communities and thus Increas¬ 
ing the assets behind the rural bank¬ 
ing structure and Increasing the pur¬ 
chasing power of farmers for Industri¬ 
al activity. As this develops the In- 
iToased activity will eventually pro¬ 
vide city workers Increased Incomes 
far greater than the relatively small

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Prune Shrubs After Itlooiuiiig 

Pruning early blooming shrubs nt 
this season of the year will remove 
some of the flowers, says X. R. Elliott 
of the College of .Xgrienlture, I'nlver- 
slty of Kentneky. The general rule 
for pruning shrubs is to wait until' 
nfetrtlnw have flidshed blooming. Hy". 
drnngeas are an exception. They #i'an j 
be pruned during spring hy cutting 
hack the winter Injury nnd removing 
dead branches. 

Rhrnhs can Im* reset In the early 
spring. If rearrangement is desired. In 
fact, this is considered a good time to 
rearrange shndis and make added 
plantings. Little damage will be done 
In resetting If a ball of earth Is niov-1 
ed with each plant. 

Deciduous flowering shruhs nee<I 
care every spritig. 'rin* groutid should 
be loosened around each plant to a 
depth of at least 2 Inches, the soil 
throughly worked nnd a shovelful or 
two of well rotted cow manure applied 
to each. This will serve to enrich the 
soli and to stimulate the growth of 
the plant. 

If cow manure Is not uvallahlc a 
complete fertilizer can he used. A 
pound of honemenl scattered around 
each shruh will ho of heiieflt.

lion. Henry Steagall of Alabama. 
Chairman of the Ranking nnd Curren¬ 
cy Committee In the Ilou.se of Repre-' 
sentatlves. In an address over the 
radio said that If his bill guarantee-1 
lag deposits which passed the House 
of Represeidatives In the 72nd Con¬ 
gress had been passed by the Senate] 
and signed by the President the hank-' 
lag debacle would not have taken 
I ace. There Is every reason to believe 
that .Mr. Stengall’s statement Is cor-j 
'■(>ct. The banks were closed because. 
people demand and receive their de- 
I'osits. In other words, there was n‘ 
run on the hanks In most of the large^ 
l ities and this forced the banks to ^ 
close. If there had been a guarantee 
.11 the deposits there would have been 
no run on the hanks. Conseipieiitly.; 
Ibe banks would not have eloseil. 

The oidy ijuestlon of the govern- 

.nt guaranteeing deposits Is how to I 

make It practical without exisuise tol 
I he government. It ought to bp work¬ 
ed on the same plan of life lusuranee 
or fire Insurance. The depositors 
themselves should imy for the guaran¬ 
tee. When we consider the enormous 
amount of mone.v—some forty-eight j 
billion dollars—that Is deposited In 
the banks of the Cnlttsl .states. It 
would take a very small amount on 
Ibis sum annually to guarantee bank j 
deiMislts. Tbe banks might pay soiii" 
of It themselves and the government 
could take the money thus guarantee¬ 
ing bank deiioslts nnd Invest It In 
Cnlted States bonds so ns to mwt all 
losses. This might not lie the most 
irncllcal plan but nothing Is more 
lertnln thuu the fact that Mr. Steagall 
liolnted out there should have Iieeii a 
guarantee of bank deiMislts. The Con¬ 
gress should work out the best way 
to provide for this guarantee.—Eliza¬ 
bethtown News.

Early IVinler Eggs 

111 a plea for early Imtched chicks. 
J. E. Hiuiiphrcy of the College of 
Agriculture, T’liiversity of Kentucky, 
notes that during the Inst three 
months of li»32 a case of 30 dozen eggs 
was eipiiil ill nioiioj' value to the aver¬ 
age returns from an acre of ctirii, an 
acre and a ipiarler of wheat, an acre 
and a half of oats, four-fifths of iiii 
acre of cotton, 223 pounds of pork or 
138 pounds of lieef. 

Ill order to produce eggs during the 
time they usually bring the best price, 
eblcks should he started hy the latter 
part of March for hrmls like Ply¬ 
mouth Rooks and Rhode Island Iteds 
and hy the middle of April for Leg¬ 
horns. 


Produce Good Eggs 
Farmers who produce high iiuulity 
eggs should insist on u better price 
than is paid for common eggs, says a 
circular of the College of Agriculture, 
Vniversity of Kentucky. If local buy¬ 
ers refuse to recognize ciuullty, then 
fanners producing extra good eggs 
should seek a market elsewhere. Buy¬ 
ing eggs hy teunt is not playing fair

Our Government 

— How It Operates 

by William Druckart 

FEDERAL JUDICIARY 

I T IS a conunon mistake for persons 
to misstate the title of the head of 
the fetleral Judiciary. lie is chief 
Ju.stice of the ITnlted Slates, not the 
chief Justice of the Supreme court 
of the United States, for his duties 
and powers are vastly broader than 
Just those of presiding over the na¬ 
tion’s highest Judicial trihunni. 

'fhe Constitution provld('d for our 
system of courts, but It established 
only the Supreme Court of the United 
States, It gave power to congress, 
however, to create the entire system 
of United Stales courts ns It might 
see lit, nnd to that end the li'glslntlve 
branch of the government established 
the courts of original Jurisdiction, 
calling them District courts, nnd Ap¬ 
pellate courts, which are known as 
Circuit Courts of Appeals, of which 
there are ten with a varying number 
of Justices, depending upon the amount 
of litigation In the circuit. 

District courts, of course, are near¬ 
est to the people. It Is Into that court 
that the United States attorneys go 
seeking indictment nnd prosecution of 
violators of federal statutes, nnd It 
la Into that court corporations nnd In¬ 
dividuals go to 8(‘ek abjudication of 
differences when their claims arise tin¬ 
der n federal law or when the defend¬ 
ant resides in another state. The Dis¬ 
trict courts, therefore, provide the cit¬ 
izen with a moans of reaching tlioss 
against whom he has a grievance even 
though that Individual or corporation 
be locntcsl across the continent. 

The name of the Circuit Court of 
-Appeals delincs Its place In the Ju¬ 
dicial structure. It Is Just that, and 
In a great majority of the cases that 
reach It from the District court. It 
becomes the court of last resort as^ a 
result of the power which the Supreme 
Court of the United States has. The 
highest court can say nnd. Indeed, It 
does say In the bulk of the en.ses de¬ 
cided hy the several Courts of Aiipenls, 
that It will not consider them further. 
That ends It. The question then Is 
res adjudicata, to employ the legal 
phrase. 

'I'he Supreme court cannot avoid 
consideration of all of the cases, how¬ 
ever, for If they Involve a question of 
construing the Constitution, those 
cases can reach the highest trIhunsL 
Likewise, In a disi>ute between two 
states of the Union, the Supreme court 
has to bear of the mutter, becuase In 
that Instance it becomes a court of 
original Jurisdiction and can have ■ 
jury to hear the testimony If It so 
desires. 

Appellate courts operate In some¬ 
thing of the same fashion, except that 
they obviously have to examine every 
case that is appealed from the Dis¬ 
trict where all of the evidence waa 
taken. Very frequently. It Is true, 
they do not go far with the cases sent 
to them from the court of original Jur¬ 
isdiction, because a very gr.-iit num¬ 
ber are dismissed when the Circuit 
Judges have satlsliod theinseivcs that 
Justice was done In the court below. 
However, even then the litigants In 
the cases can ask the Supreme court 
to review the mutter, but that court 
may or may not let the eases eome 
before It ns It sees fit. It never re¬ 
fuses, however. If there Is a Constl- 
tuttonnl question Involved, or If seri¬ 
ous doubt is shown as to rights of 
citizens under the statutes of their 
own states. 

From this It becomes evhlent that 
the Snproine court transacts an enor¬ 
mous amount of business. 

It has been said that the Snprema 
court Is never able to catch up with 
Its work. That is true. In a sense, 
for It always has cases on Its docket 
awaiting decision. In another respect, 
the statement Is untrue, however, for 
It always allows Itself time in which 
to study the questions before It nnd 
determine the fnr-reaching conse¬ 
quences of Its rulings, a condilion of 
which every Justice Is mindful at all 
times. Its reputed slowness, there- 
fore, may be said to be In the Inter¬ 
est of Justice to till. 

Rut I mentioned at the outset that 
the chief Justice hud other work to 
do. Without attempting to recite his 
duties III detail, it may sufllce to show 
the character of his duties hy calling 
attention to the fact that It Is an obll- 
gatioii of his to see that the I’ircult 
courts keep up with their work. It Is 
(lulte obvious that circuit Judges sit¬ 
ting in areas like the plains states, 
where the population Is scattcreil, liavo 
not the amount of work to do that 
confront those sitting In ii p qiulous 
circuit like New Y'ork. ’rite chief 
justice knows the status of the dock¬ 
ets throughout the nations, and if, for 
example, the Judges got heh'ud la 
New York, one or more of the Jud.ges 
from elsewhere In the nation Is or¬ 
dered to New Y’ork to help n it. 

There are two other courts which 
should be mentioned In any dl i ii.sslon 
of the Judiciary. They arc tl. ■ t’nurt 
of Claims of the United Stales and 
the United States Court of ('.istarns 
and I'ntcut Appeals. Holli me In 
Washington; both have llmltid l irH- 
dlcHons. 'llic Court of Claim. Is Hia 
only tribunal where only the U: ted 
States can bo the itefemlunt. la "tliar 
words, it hears only suits iigaliist Hie 
governmeiit. The Court of (’a ’ams 
and Patent Aiipeals deals oiil.e with 
the highly tcchiilcul quesHims rolalln;:
